Tom  Law,  Royal  Oak's  star  backstroke  swimmer,  who  would 
hove  graduated  with  our  class,  was  killed  in  an  automobile 
accident  August  11,  1953.  Therefore,  to  honor  the  memory  of 
this  outstanding  athlete,  we  dedicate  this  page  to  him. 

Tom  entered  ROHS  as  a  sophomore  in  September  of  1951.  He 
had  spent  his  freshman  year  at  Lincoln  of  Ferndole. 

Tom's  swimming,  which  was  by  this  time  very  good,  was  bring- 
ing him  many  well-earned  honors.  His  easy  and  graceful  back- 
stroke was  soon  recognized  as  the  best  in  Royal  Oak's  swimming 
history.  He  placed  thirteenth  in  the  nation  in  1953  with  a  time 
of  1  :03.  The  medley  relay  of  Law,  Stock  and  Eckel  was  selected 
best  in  the  nation  in   1953,  with  a  time  of  1  :20.2. 

Tom  started  his  swimming  career  at  the  age  of  seven  by  par- 
ticipating in  swimming  events  at  the  Highland  Park  Y.M.C.A. 
He  soon  realized  that  the  backstroke  was  the  form  of  swimming 
he  liked  to  do  the  most.  He  worked  hard  in  developing  his  tech- 
nique but  you  could  tell  by  watching  him  in  action  that  he  had 
a  great  deal  of  natural  ability.  Tom's  great  liking  for  this  sport 
was  evident  in  his  outstanding  performance  when  he  swam  in  a 
meet.
